THE TOTALISATOR. 


- 


(By “A Retarned Exile. ) 


HEN, after an absence of some years, 
an exile pays a return visit to a city 
which, from long association, he might 
be said to know thoroughly, he notices 
changes which the stay-at-home citizen 
passes by as being not even worthy of a 
remark. No one returning to Dublin 
can fail to notice the large number of 
‘buses running everywhere, and the 
brighter and a look of the streets 
and shops. Two unpleasant features, 
however, torced themselves upon my notice 
when on Wednesday last I passed through 
the, to me, long-familiar streets of Dublin. 
Walking along Nassau street, try 
as I would, I could not avoid walking in 
freshly deposited spittle. Grafton street 
was nearly as bad and O’Connell street 
was worse. Our people do not appear to 
know it, but this condition is a disgrace 
and a danger to health, which would not 
be tolerated in any city whose manage- 
ment was in the least up-to-date, with 
the knowledge that we possess in this 
stage of the world’s history. London, I 
grant, is not free of this disgrace; Edin- 
burgh is worse; but Dublin I must put 
down as the most spat-upon capital on 
the faee of the Pe sa In the capital 
citics or the layge towns of our sister 
Dominions you would never see a man 
spitting in the streets, or any sign of 
spittle on the pathways. I wonder what 
report our German friends who are over 
here for the Shannon scheme have 
written home about us? To spit in the 
streets of Berlin is almost a capital crime. 
It is simply “ not dene’”’ there! 


THE BYTTING SHOPS. 


‘If ¥ was disgusted when trying to dodge 
the ‘spits which the long spell of fine 
weather had shown up, I was simply 
shocked when business brought me 
through the poorer parts towards the 
North side of the city. I soon had to go 
out into the street to get round a most 
poverty-stricken-looking crowd of men, 
women and children, who crowded round 
a mean-looking shop, which I soon saw 
was a “betting shop.” A few doors 
further on was another and across the 
street yet a third—all crowded with 
people, most of whom looked starved. I 
saw women with babies in their arms and 
I heard a small boy asking another for a 

nny to make up a bet on “ Capture 

im,” which, he said; was a “cert.” It 


-was Lincoln Handicap day, and, when 


the result came out, the crowd began to 
melt away, with bowed heads and walk- 
ing like refugees driven from a war- 
scored town. From the faces of some of 
them it was evident that the supper- 
money of that night had gone into the 
hands of the ‘ bookie.’” Most of the 
defeated army were obviously unem- 
ployed. Others were young shop assist- 
ants or messenger boys. 

It is an Act of our own native Parlia- 
ment, going against all the experience of 
the world and all the teaching of history, 
which has brought about this deplorable 
state of affairs. We all know where betting 
leads when people are tempted to bet with 
money that they need for food. Hence all 
experience taught that it ought to be con- 
fined to the racecourses, where it is a 
necessity to enable anyone, other than the 
very rich, to own racehorses and run them 
for the public amusement. The shops are 
open by law, and the Government shares 
in the spoils; so the only hope for these 
misguided people is for someone to try to 
teach them of the folly of their ways. 


PARI-MUTUEL. 


Do these people realise that, as betting 
is conducted in Ireland and England, they 
have not vot a million to one chance of 
winning if they keep on betting? The 
prices they are forced to take are giving 
them no earthly chance. Elsewhere all 
over the world the totalisator, in some 
shape, is installed, and this means that 
backers of the winner receive all the money 
put on the horses, less 7s per cents, which 
goes to the upkeep of racing, and 2) per 
cent. for taxation. 

If there had been a totalisator at 
Lincoln, I am certain that it would have 
paid many hundreds to one, and I am sure 
that the winner of the Grand National 
would, on any pariemutuel, pay something 
over 1,000 to 1. In Ireland and England, 
when an outsider comes up, the book - 
makers simply take the whole pool, and 
the betiing office - keeper contributes 
nothing to the upkeep of the sport, and 
never gives any of his winnings back to 
anyone. ‘The course bookmakers are under 
heavy expenses. Many of them are good 
supporters of the sport, and some that I 
could name have lent a much-needed help- 
ing hand to one of our Dublin hospitals. 

The introduction of the totalisator was 
made legal in Ireland by the same Act 
which ruined racing by its betting tax 
and the opening of offices. When will our 
rulers stop talking about setting up a 
totalisator and let somebody get on with 
the work?

Some years age ] found two very perfect 
specimens in East Cork, one of which I 
sent to the Naturalist Field Club. They 
were nearly as iarge as a humming bird, 
and squeaked when touched. The ail 
feathers when in flight resembled those of 
a miniature turkey. 

These moths are considered unlucky by 
the country folk when found in a house, 
but I did not experience any particular 
ill-luck. 

They are a pest to beekeepers, and 
injure the honeycombs very badly, and are 
oftenest found in the neighbourhood of 
hives. I attributed their living in our 
house to the presence of bees, and a large 
quantity of honey in blind chimneys and 
beneath the roof, above the ceilings. 


Honey in a Church. 


Mentioning t_es in houses, I remember 
when a colony took possession of a church 
roof near Queenstown, where the quantity 
of honey was so large that it had to be 
removed in buckets. I cannot say 
anything regarding quality, but I have 
eaten good, clean honey from our own 
rooftree,

On this occasion, however, I was 
particularly fortunate in being allowed to 
see two pieces by Mr. Sheppard which 
were recently exhibited at the Royal 
Academy, and which illustrate what might 
be called the impersonal side of his art 
One of these, “In Mystery the Soul 
Abides,’’ is a female figure in marble, of 
delicate beauty and masterly design. The 
other, a smal], recumbent, female figure 
in relief, entitled “ Adolescence,’’ is 
equally admirable in treatment. Both 
these figures hold the attention by their 
fine modelling. harmonious proportion, 
and exquisitely clear quality of surface. 
I could not help regretting that such 
beautiful things were more likely to find 
their way into the home of some wealthy 
individual than into any national 
collection.

Constituency. 


With general elections in sight in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, 
there are few words harder worked than

years ago Lord Macaulay, in a letter to 
his sister deseribing his first dinner at 
Holland House in the thick of the tight 
over the Reform Bill, tells how, having 
referred to the formation of commercial] 
constituencies, he added, ‘‘if the word 
‘constituency’ is admissible.” And Lady 
Holland promptly interjected: “I am 
glad vou put that in; it is an odious 
word.’’ It is interesting as an example 
of the change of fashions in words as in 
other things since 1831, that the creat 
Whig hostess also regarded as wrong 
“ influential,’’  ‘* gentlemanly,’ and 
** talented.’’ 

Lady Holland, however, it turned out, 
had never heard of the parable of the 
talents, and Macaulay characteristically 
remarks: ‘‘I did not tell her, though I 
might have done so, that a person who 
professes to be a critic of the delicacies of 
the English language ought to have the 
Bible at his fingers’ ends.’’

MsCacaulay’s Bitterness. 


Why, by the way, was Macaulay so 
bitter about Dublin? Like every other 
parliamentarian of his time, he had felt 
the rough side of O’Connell]’s tongue, but 
this does not explain his wild outburst in 
a letter from Calcutta in 1837 to Mrs. 
Druinmond, the wife of the most famous 
of Under-Secretaries. At this time 
Macaulay had never set foot on Irish soil, 
nevertheless he declares: ‘‘The last 
residence which I would choose would be 
a place with all the plagues and none of 
the attractions of a capital; a provincial 
city on fire with factions, political and 
religious, peopled by raving Orangemen 
and raving Repealers, and distracted by 
a contest between Protestantism as 
fanatical as that of Knox an 
Catholicism as fanatical as that of 
Bonner.” Even Carlyle was not quite so 
savage about us, and by comparison 
Thackeray's thrusts were no more than 
pin-pricks. | 


Coffee in Cavan.

WHY SENSATIONAL WINS 
HELP THE CASINOS.

i is a wise man, or woman, who just 

sits tight and does nothing on hearing 
tales of marvellous winnings in some 
foreign casino. The fools pack their bags 
and rush off to the tables and are 
inevitably caught in the mouse traps. 
Nobody knows how the stories of 
wonderful winnings leak out and become 
widely current. “It is extraordinary 
what exaggerated details of incidents 
inside the casino get abroad,” said 4 
London business man who found himself 
reported to have made a big run on the 
bank and to have won nearly ten 
thousand pounds. It was true that he had 
enjoyed a stroke of Juck, but his profits 
were little more than a tenth of the 
reputed haul. 

This is the season when the mouse traps 
are most active. It has opened with 
dazzling prospects. The most wonder! ul 
story was to the effect that a powerful new 
syndicate, which had created a rival to 
Monte Carlo and Deauville, had lost 
£72,000 during one week's end—chietly 
to lucky gamblers from this country. Then 
from Le Touquet came an account of how 
Mr. Claude Leigh, the estate agent, 
husband of a beautiful former Ziegfeld 
Follies girl, had entered the casino with a 
white lily for a mascot. He had run his 
bank thirty-five times and made a 
fortune. Mr. Leigh subsequently admitted 
that he had won only about two thousand 
pounds, and dc lared himself surprised 
that the fame of his adventure had been 
noised abroad, especially so highly 
decorated. 

“NEWS” TRANSMITTERS. 


Yet everyone who has had experience ol 
a famous casino resort knows how and 
why such things happen. No small village 
can spread scandal as these towns spread 
sensations of the gambling rooms. The 
moment the bank is known to be having a 


busy and there is a method in their 
madness. 

The casino authorities say nothing, but 
in a few hours the town hears tales of 
vast winnings. Boarding-house keepers. 
tradesmen and waiters them on, 
usually increasing the amounts at every 
recital They know that ere long by some 
ineans the news will vet abroad. Then it 
will be followed by a fresh imvasion of 
visitors. There is no more effective mouse- 
trap for gamblers than these recurring 
reports that someone has broken a bank 
or inflicted heavy losses on a _ casino 
syndicate. 

When Wells. “the 
bank at Monte Carlo,”’ 
world with his sensational luck, 11 
that someone remarked to an official that 
it must be bad business for the casino. 
'' Don’t waste vour sympathy, monsieur.”’ 
was the bland answer. ‘* The casino will 
he running when the Englishman is—pouf ! 
If the Englishman wins much, it brings 
erowds, It is a temptation. What he 
wins grows bigger and bigger by telling, 
and multitudes come—yes. But he 
not go on winning. The casino wil! come 
off best at last.’’ ‘ 


GREAT RUSHES. 


As we know, this was prophetic. Wells 
won something like fifty thousand pounds 
in two days, and afterwards lost it, as 
_well as another twenty thousand pounds. 
Meanwhile, however, all roads across 
Europe Jed to Monte Carlo. Thousands of 
gamblers walked into the mouse trap, 
while Monte Carlo Wells was ‘the bait- 

Another dazzling occasion was when 
Colonel Power retired, a big winner for 
several consecutive days. The news 
spread like wildhwe. Englishmen rushed 
to the Riviera, but in even greater haste 
Americans, touring England, changed 
their plans and hurried South when they 
heard that a compatriot had won £30,000 
in one day and as mach as ninety 
thousand francs An a single hour. 
Obviously, 
any sums lost to the Yankee colonel: for 
his dramatic wins were soon followed by 
sensational losses by inany who had taken 
the bait. One American lost £28,000 and 
a young English peer retired ruined. 

“ He who breaks the bank to-day will be 
broken by the bank to-morrow,’’ was a 
saying attributed to the famous M. Blanc, 
who founded the casino at Monte Carlo 
It does not always happen, but every time 
that a sensational win proves a valuable 
decoy for the bank the casino retrieves 
its losses. The winner may have the good 
sense to retire while his luck holds wood, 
leaving others to be broken by the bank.

The series of Beethoven symphonies pre 
sented at these concerts was continued with 
the Eighth — the lightest - hearted of 
3eethoven’s symphonies; every movement na 
scherzo, it almost might be said. Mr. O’Brien 
made the charm work from the beginning 
and hold to the end. Of the four move- 
ments the actual scherzo was, perhaps, played 
hest, the wind parts being specially notable 
ihere for refinement of phrasing and accenht, 

Climax was reached in selections from the 
gorgeous and exacting music of Rimsky- 
Korsakov’s “ Scheherezade.’’ Here the 
orchestra was able io produce some splen- 
didly effective sounds. Rimsky-hKorsakov's 
score can be attempted only by an orchestra 
in which every member has a high degree oi 
technical skill—and the conductor also needs 
to be alert. Miss Terry O'Connor's violin 
solo was the most conspicuous individua! 
part, but several other members of the 
orchestra in turn had responsbiility for im- 
portant solo passages. The performance was 
a triumph for conductor and orchestra. 

Sullivan’s incidental musie — for 
furnished the closing portion al 
the orchestral programine. This is the music 
that was commissioned from Sullivan when he 
returned to England on the completion ef his 
tenure of the Mendelssohn Scholarship, of 
Which he was the first holder. 

Sullivan, by the way. came to mind during 

the performance of the Beethoven Symphony. 
It, would not be surprising to learn that the 
Eighth Symphony was Sullivan’s continual! 
inspiration in the composition of his comic 
opera music. 
_ The Civil Service Choir performed au en- 
joyable number of part-songs, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Hubert Rooney. In the course of 
the first group, and especially in the male- 
voice part-song, Beethoven's ‘ Springtime.’

When the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health moved for a sum 
of £302,556 for his department it led to 
a two hours’ debate, in the course of which 
the department was subjected to sharp 
riticism from various quarters oí the 
House. 

The sanitary conditions in the country 
were described as disgracecul, and special 
reference was made to the outbreak of 
typhoid fever in Carrick-on-Shannon, due 
to a polluted water supply. The debate 
was automatically adjourned, and will be 
resumed on Friday,

RECENT RAIDS AND 
ARRESTS. 


OPPOSITION ALLEGATIONS 
AGAINST MINISTRY. 


iestion time the Minister for Justice 
wus mterrogated by members of the Fianna 
Fail Party as tu the number of arrests and 
eleases and rve-arrests nade in Dublin City 
ind County recently without charges being 
preterred against the persons concerned, but 
declined to make any statement on the 
matler. 

HH also declined lo give any iplormation 
egarding “ raids ” ov private houses by de- 
tectives.

He said that there was at present in 
operation in Dubiin a terrorising campaign 
directed against certain imdividuals, and con- 
ducted under a conspiracy of silence intended 
to prevent any information reaching the ears 
of the general public. People were bein: 
rested and ve-arrested, and no _ charges 
were preferred against them. Time after 
time their houses were raided withaz, 
varrants. 

What was the purpose of this campaign 
vas it indicated in the remarks of some of the 
‘suards to the arriested men: “ We are going 
io make you fight’? Some of the men taken 
into custudy were released at 2 a.m., taken 
into a Jorry outside the Bridewell aud then to 
the country, where they were beaten, after 
aitempts had been made to extract informa- 
tion from them. It was not extraordinary on 
this aveount that the Minister for Justice was 
anxious to refuse information. 

“NO SYMPATHY WITH CRIME.”

THE POSITION OF THE 
PRIVATE BUILDER. 


OBJECTION TO FLAT RATE 
OF GRANTS. 

Limerick Corporation Gas Undertaking 
(Pensions) Bill, 1928, passed the report stage 

On the motion of President COSGRAVE, 
a money resolution in connection with the 
Housing Bill, 1929, was passed. 

On the Committee stage of the Housing 
Bill, 1929, 

Professor THRIFT (Ind., Dublin Univ.) 
moved an amendment to Section 1 providing 
wat the subsidy of £60 would be granted to 
“a company of philanthropic intent, with 
honorary directors, and whose articles of 
association limit its annual dividend to four 
per cent. as a maximum.”’ The object of the 
amendinent, he explained, was to bring in a 
couple uí sucieties which were, to all intents 
and purposes, public utihty societies, but 
which were precluded under the bill. Two 
such societies were the Association for the 
Housing of the Very Poor and the Cork 
Model Building Society. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Loca! Go- 
vernment, undertook to look into the matter. 
aud the amendment was withdrawn. 

Mr. JOHN GOOD (Ind., Dublin Co.) 
moved an amendment to Section 3, provid 
ing ihat £60 subsidy, instead of £45, be 
granted to private individuals. Under the 
bill, he said, private builders were penalised, 
instead of being encouraged. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Lab., Tipperary) 
agreed that the amendment was an improve- 
ment on the bill,-and for that reason he sup- 
ported it. He regretted that the Government 
did not see their way to adopt the better 
course of giving long-term loans to local 
authorities. He believed the Minister would 
find that in a few months the £200,000 pro- 
vided for in the bill would be absorbed. 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Govt., Dublin N.), 
opposing the amendment, said that the rents 
of the houses already erected in Dublin were 
too high for the common or garden people. 
What they wanted in Dublin were smaller and 
cheaper houses. He believed that, if the 
amendment were passed, . the speculative 
builders would build larger houses than the 
people required. 

Professor THRIFT said that the deputy’s 
arguinent was obviously fallacious. 


MINISTER'S DEFENCE. 
MULCAHY said that since 1925 the 
State gave £45 subsidy towards a three- 
roomed house, £60 towards a four-roomed 
house, and £75 towards a five-roomed house. 
In view of the reduction in building costs, of 
which he had already given particulars, they 
had decided to give a reduced grant all 
round. Private persons, instead of getting 
£45, £60 or £75, according to the size of 
the house, would get £45, no matter what tlic 
size of the house was. Deputies had sug- 

ested that it was a hardship on speculative 

uilders that they did not get the same sub- 

sidy as was given to utility societies and 
local authorities. People who were saddled 
with the responsibility of providing houses 
for the very poor could not agree with that. 
If the private individual was to get the same 
subsidy as the public utility society the way 
to secure that would be to reduce the amount 
of the grant to the utility society, not to 
increase the grant to the private person. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F F., Dublin, N.) said that 
the amendment might receive sympathetic 
consideration from the members of his party 
if the total amount available under the bill 
was increased; but as they were mainly con- 
cerned with providing housing for the vers 
poor, they would oppose the amendment. — 

Alderman CORISH (Lab., Wexford) said 
that he took the same view as Mr. O'Kelly, 
and opposed the amendment for the same 
reason. 

MIDOLE CLASSES IGNORED. 

Mr. GOOD denied that the bill would do 
anything to provide houses for the middle 
classes. The intention and effect of the bill 
would be to encourage the building of three- 
roomed houses, because the grant was the 
same for a three-roomed as for a five-roomed 
house. The bill would provide houses for 
the artisans. His objection to all the 
Housing Acts was that they provided for 
that class and not for either the middle 
class or the people of the slums. He had 
already urged that the slums had not been 
touched by any of the Housing Acts, and 
that a measure should be brought in to deal 
with them. It should be the duty of the 
Government to assist in the provision of 
houses, no matter who the parties were who 
were engaged in building. 

President COSGRAVE said that, having 
regard to Mr. Good’s long association with 
housing, be had never heard a weaker case 
than which the Deputy has put upon this 
occasion. Mr. Good sought now to make 
a single individual who was building a 
particular house the subject of this special 
consideration. What reason was there for 
special consideration being shown to either 
a local authority or a public utility society? 
Here was a particular service which required 
the maximum effort on the part of every- 
body concerned, and, in spite of that, and 
knowing that, the Deputy came forward and 
said that they should give exactly the same 
privileges and rights to the private indivi- 
dual, whether or not be required special con- 
sideration, and the local authorities must

NO CURE FOR SLUMS? 

President COSGRAVE said that he coul 
understand persons interested chiefly in 
— adopting this attitude, but for a 

usiness mag with many years’ experience 
of house-building to get up and say that the 
Government had not solved the housing 
ge: in the slums was surprising, when he 
new that that problem could not be solved 
by himself or by the Government. 

Mr. GOOD—They made an attempt to 
solve it in Great Britain and they succeeded, 

President COSGRAVE said that the 
Deputy was apparently unaware of the many 
efforts the Government had made to solve the 
problem here. During the last seven years 
the Government had taken a large number of 
people out of the tenements and placed them 
in self-contained cottages. ey had not 
done all that they would like to do, but they 
had done work which was creditable and 
which would not be helped by the passing of 
tne Deputy's amendment. The Government 
had no liability for persons who could build 
houses for themselves, and it was for these 
people that Mr. Good spoke and not for the 
slum-dwellers. 

The policy of the Government had been to 
do everythin ossible to enable local 
authorities and public utility societies to deal 
with the question. He believed that it would 
he much cheaper to get a contract for the 
building of ten houses than a contract for 
one house or for one hundred houses instead 
of ten. That was one of the main planks 
ia the policy of the Government during the 
last few years. 

“THE ORDINARY INDIVIDUAL.” 

The ordinary individual who wished to 
fashion a house for himself and was able to 
put down the money for that house had not 
the same claim as the person who was badly 
housed in an insanitary area or in a slum. 
That policy had been to treat the uneconomic 
person in a yee | which would place as light a 
burden as possible on the State or the munici- 
pality. The reduction in the cost of living 
curing the last two years justified the reduc- 
tion in the subsidy. He had great respect 
for the work done by the speculative builder 
during the past five or six vears. Even with 
a £45 subsidy the speculative builder could 
approach a public utility society and get 
assistance, and, in view of that fact, the 
whole of Deputy Good’s case fell to the 
ground. 

Mr. T. G. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo, N.) 
supported the amendment, in view of the 
assistance it would afford the small farmers 
to build comfortable houses for themselves. 

Mr. RICE (Government, Dublin, North) 
opposed the amendment, because, he said, the 
amount of money set aside for this purpose 
was fixed and limited. 

COAXING LOCAL AUTHORITIES. 

Mr. R. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork) said 
that he believed that under this bill a greater 
inducement would be held out to local 
authorities to build on a large scale. He 
suggested that before subsidies were granted 
on a large scale to the speculative builder the 
Minister should hold an ‘nquiry and find out 
who would benefit. His opinion was that the 
speculative builder would reap the benefit. 
He looked, upon the bill as an honest attempt 
to try and solve the housing problem, but 
thought that the Minister might have taken 
a bolder step. 

Captain REDMOND (National League, 
Waterford) expressed the opinion that, if the 
public atility societies got a larger proportion 
of the limited sum available, they would 
build a larger number of houses. 

The amendment was declared lost without 
a division. 

RATES FOR BUILDING, 

Mr. MULCAHY moved to insert a new 
sub-section, as follows :—‘‘ A local authority 
erecting one or more houses in pursuance of 
the Housing of the Working Classes (Ireland) 
Acts, 1890 to 1921, in accordance with a 
scheme approved by the Minister, may under- 
take with the Minister that every such house 
shall not be disposed of by way of sale or 
lease save at such price or rent and subject 
to such conditions as the Minister shall ap- 
prove, and that such local authority will 
either in the local finagcial year in which this 
Act is passed or in the next subsequent local 
financial year raise for the purposes of such 
scheme a rate not less than one shilling in 
the pound, and wil! apply the proceeds of 
such rate towards meeting the expenses of 
the execution of such scheme; and where a 
local authonty so undertakes in respect of 
any such scheme it shall be obligatory on 
such local authority te carry out and ‘fulfil 
such undertaking, and the Minister may, 
with the consent of the Minister for Finance, 
make out of moneys to be provided by the 
Oireachtas a grant (in substitution for and 
not in addition to a grant under the fore- 
going sub-section of this section) not exceed- 
ing £72 in respect of each house erected in 
pursuance of such scheme.”’ 

‘he Minister explained that if they were 
raising the subsidy from £60 to £72 it was 
necessary to make provision that the local 
authority should contribute in proportion, 
and further that some check should be had 
on the amount of the rent proposed to be 
charged for these houses. 

Alderman CORISH (Labour, Wexford) said 
that the Wexiord Corporation had struck 
a sixpenny rate this year for the erection ot 
houses. If they brought this uP to a shilling 
next year woudl they get the benefit of the 
increased subsidies proposed under the 
present bill? 

Mr. MULCAHY said that if the sixpenny 
rate did not include repairs to houses under 
previous schemes or the cost of the rent 
coilection and was ior the building of new 
houses it was conceivable that the scheme 
could be brought under the present bill, but 
the additional sixpenny rate would have to 
be struck next year. 

Mr. O’KELLY said that he did not think 
the amendment would achieve § anvihing, 
though in principle it was a good amend- 
ment. He would like to see the Councils 
putting on a shilling rate; it was a step in 
the right direction. 

The amendment was agreed to. 


THE FLAT RATE GRANT. 

On the motion that Section 7 stand part 
of the bill, 

Mr. de VALERA (F.F., Clare) said that 
one of the unsatisfactory features of the bill 
was that it proposed to make m- at a 
flat rate guite irrespective of the house to be 
built. Their opinion was that the four- 
roomed house was the type of house that Jocal 
authorities should set out to build in the 
main, and it had been their intention to 
bring in an amendment giving a preference 
to the four-roomed house. There was in the 
bill a direct inducement to build a three 
roomed house. Their idea was that £60 
should be given for the four-roomed house, 
making no distinction between four and five- 
roomed houses. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that the position was safe- 
guarded by the fact that schemes had to be 
put up to the Ministry, and the whole circum- 
stances and conditions of the district had to 
be taken into consideration. The Ministry 
would not be prepared to approve of any 
large scheme in which there were only three- 
roomed houses. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that they had no 
control over the policy of the Ministry, and 
he would like a definite statement as to what 
the policy was as to the size of houses. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that they were deal- 
ing with a very large number of areas, and 
he would not be prepared to say that there 
should be a rigid rvle for four-roomed houses. 
Discretion had to be exercised by the Minister 
and the local authority. 

Mr. BRIS ) (Fianna bail, Dublin, 8.) 
said that the Government were shifting the 
responsibility for housing from the State to 
the shoulders of the local authorities. 

Section 5, as amended, was agreed to, and 
the rema‘ning sections were also passed. 

The report stage was fixed for Friday next, 
and Mr. de Valera intimated that he would 
submit amendments changing the flat rate 
of £45 per house, and dealing with the re- 
construction of houses.

Mr. OIULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, in moving 
for a sum of £702,556 te complete the amount 
necessary for the salaries and expenses of 
his department, including grants for housing 
and to local authorities, said that there was 
a net increase of £57,930 on last year, when 
there was a substantial decrease in the cost 
of the staff. There was an increase of 
£59,915 for housing. The contribution to 
social services totalled £106.396, including 
maternity, child welfare, medica] treatment, 
and meals for school children, and treatment 


of tuberculosis.

The Department had no reason to be dis- 
satisfied with the appointment of medical offi- 
cers of health, These officers were now being 
appointed in many counties. 

ie was hoped to have whole-time sanitary 
inspectors, for whom a three months’ course 
of preparation was being arranged in Dublin, 
in co-operation with medical officers of health 
and University College. 

RATE COLLECTORS, 

Turning to the finances of the County Coun- 
cils, Mr. Mai said that during the last 
twelve months there had been an improve- 
ment in the rate collection; Dut a more will. 
ing response by the ratepayers would be neces- 
sary before local finance was in a 
satisfactory position, and a more 
effective operation of the machine of rate- 
collection before full advantage could be 
taken of the willingness of the ratepayers to 
pay. Much of the delay in the rate collec- 
tiun was due to the fact that the County 
Councils were not prepared to urge their rate 
collecting machine to a full and satisfactorv 
effort. However, during the last twelve 
months a considerable improvement had 
taken place. On the 3ist March, 1928, 24.6 
— cent. was outstanding, and on ólst 
March, 1929, the percentage was 19.5, an im- 
provement of 5 per cent. 

“Some bodies have made very substantial 
improvement,’’ said the Minister, ‘‘but a 
number of others will require a certain 
amount of pressure to be brought upon them 
before their rate collection can be said to be 
satisfactory.’"” The amount outstanding on 
the ólst March, 1928, was approximately 
£557,000, and the overdraft of local bodies 
£381,780 

WORK ON THE ROADS. 

As regards the roads the relations between 
the Department. ond the roads authorities 
had heen satisfactory The work of the 
national scheme had been practically com- 
pleted. Of the £2,000,000 a sum of £124,439 
remained to be expended. In October 
£276,000 had beer expended of the £500,009 
allocated to road maintenance and improve- 
ment last year. This year they were allocat- 
ing £660,000 for road maintenance and im- 
provement 

The Department endeavoured as long ego 
as last October to get the County Councils to 
let them know what their road expenditure 
on maintenance was going te be 
because they contributed 50 per cent, 
of the cost of maintenance on trunk roads, 
and 30 per cent. on link roads, and until they 
knew whet the County Councils required they 
could not say how the £600,000 would be 
allocated. 

A certain amount of maintenance work 
could be done in the winter, but improvement 
work must be done in the summer months, 
and it was desirable that the County Councils 
should know at the earliest time how much 
was going to be allocated for improvements. 

TRAFFIC CONTROL. 

The report of the Departmental Traffic 
Regulations Committee had been carefully 
considered with the recommendations made, 
and instructions had been given for the pre- 
paration of a bill on the lines of the majority 
report. He was not, however, in a position 
to say when he would be able to present the 
bill to the House. 

A bill dealing with the qualifications for 
Poor Law was practically prepared. There 
was a great amount of old legislation 
to be considered, and they thought 
it desirable to frame a new Dill 
codifying all the old legislation. He 
had had before him draft bills dealing 
with the reports of the Insurance Commission 
and the National Health Commission, but he 
was not in a position to sav when these bills 
would be presented to the House. 

Mr. O'KELLY (F.F., Co. Dublin), moving 
an amendment that the estimates be referred 
back for reconsideration, said that it was a 
question of getting value for the money 
spent on the services, and there was a 
difference of opinion about that. There was 
no doubt that good work was being done by 
the Locat Government, so far as the money 
was available. The social services were con- 
ducted as well as in any of the surrounding 
countries, but the trouble was that they 
had not money enough. 

The death-rate among infants in Dublin was 
118 per thousand, and something should be 
done to remedy such a state of affairs. There 
must be something wrong when there was a 
higher infantile death rate in Dublin than in 
urban districts. In London the rate was 64 
per thousand. 

Mr. FR. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Borough) 
sail that the Minister had stated that 
sanitary inspectors in tuture would have to 
be trained in Dublin, but he would suggest 
to him that this was an unnecessary expense, 
und that they could be trained in different 
parts of the country by the medical officers 
of health, the majority of whom had the 
disploma of public healt 1. 

A LEITRIM WARNING. 

Dr. O'DOWD (F.F., Roscommon) said that 
within the last three weeks they had had an 
experience in  Carrick-on-Shannon which 
should be a warning to them all. 'Three 
deaths had occurred from typhoid fever, and 
at the present time between fifty and sixty 
eases were under treatment. In that town 
they had a water supply, but it was drawn 
from the River Shannon from very near the 
same spot where the sewerage of the town 
entered the river. It was true that the water 
was filtered, but an analysis showed that it 
was polluted, 

He appealed to the Department to see that 
such towns as Carrick-on-Shannon should be 
provided with proper water and sewerage 
systems. He also suggested that when a case 
of typhoid fever was reported to the Depart- 
ment a scheme of compulsory inoculation 
against typhoid fever should he enforced 
immediately in the district from which the 
case came. 

Mr. P. W. SHAW (Govt., Westmeath) 
brought under the notice of the Minister the 
case of the unmarried mothers who were 
kept in the County Homes, and there rear- 
ing families at the expense of the ratepayers. 
In the Westmeath County Home there were 
a number of these women who returned 
again and again. The innocent first offender 
ought not to be left to associate with the old 
offenders. He hoped the recommendations 
of the Poor Law Commission in regard to 
this subject would be carried out. 


DEPLORABLE CONDITIONS. 

Sir J. CRAIG (Ind., Trinity College) said 
that the condition of the roads was eminently 
satisfactory, but he wished to repeat his old 
and persistent grievance—that they should 
have a Minister or, at least, a Parliamentary 
Secretary of Public Health who had had a 
medical training. He was not finding fault 
with the present Minister, but there was 
no doubt that the sanitary condition of the 
country was unsatisfactory—in parts of the 
small towns and villages the conditions were 
deplorable, and they could have no stronger 
proof of this than in the fact that in one 
area there were seventy cases of enteric fever. 
He had never suggested that good sanitation 
would prevent smallpox, hut enteric fever 
and diphtheria, the two diseases prevalent, 
were eminently diseases brought abont by bad 
sanitation and bad water sunply. What, he 
asked, was the use of sending medical in. 
spectors to inspect conditions for which they 
conld do no cood. 

They would make no progress in the sani- 
tary conditions of the country until thev had 
appointed Connty Medical Offcers of Health. 
who would alone be responsible for that 
class of work. 

INSANITARY SCHOOLS. 

He would like to know what procress had 
heen made in the medical inspection and 
treatment of school-children, which was 
absolutely necessary if they were to have a 
first-class adult population. He had spoken 
before aboyt the insanifary conditions of the 
schools, which were a disgrace to the 
country. It would have been a God-send if 
these schools instead of the country mansions 
had been blewn up, hecause they would have 
heen replaced by proper buildings, 

Professor TIFRNEY (Government. National 
University) called attention to the conduct 
of ‘hus services in Dublin Hi 
on one of the principal motor routes in 
Dublin, where fifteen or sixteen lines of 
‘buses ran, There was hardly any part of 
the world where such dangerous conditions 
were allowed to prevail 

DON JUAN AT THE WHEEL. 

He ws driven in ós met ‘bh theamirble 
young driver of which, when the car was 
travelling at thirty-five miles an hour. took 
both hands off the wheel to kiss hands to 
some girls standing at a street corner. Tn 
‘buses which had seating capacity for fourteen 
or fifteen people he had seen the narrow 
passage between the seats packed with peonle, 
and the roof was so low that an ordinary 
man could not stand upright. ; 

It was a constant practice for ‘buses to 
race one another for the nurpose of passenger- 
snatching. If such conduct were allowed to 
go on. a horrible accident would take place 
some day. It was a national scandal to 
permit such a state of affairs. 

The SPEAKER said that that matter 
would be best raised on the estimates for the 
Minister for Jnstice’s Denartment.

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) called atten: 
tion to the encroachment of the sea at

The Northern Elections. 


According to our Beliast Correspondent, 
business in the Northern House of 
Commons will be concluded on next Tues- 
day, and the Belfast Parliament wil] be 
dissolved almost immediately. The 
general election in Northern Ireland will 
be held in May—probably before the 15th 
of the month. Since Mr. TI. M. Pollock, 
Minister for Finance, has decided to post- 
pone his Budget until the clection is over, 
the Government seems to be quite con- 
fident that it will be returned to: power 
with a working majority. Viscount 
Craigavon's Administration has held office 
since, the establishment of the Northern 
Irish State nearly eight years ago, and 
it has incurred much unpopularity, Like 
all Governments,” it has offended those 
whose interests it has attacked from time 
to time; and it has lost fdvour through 
its attempts to cater for the susceptibilities 
of contending parties in the Northern 
State. The coming elections will be 
fought on .single-member constituencies. 
The readjustment of the parliamentary

Opposition to the 
Northern Government among the Pro- 
testants is centred on two main issucs— 
temperance and education. There has 
been always a strong party in Northern 
Ireland in favour of temperance reform, 
and increased. considerably in 
strength during recent years. When the 
existing legislation governing the sale and 
consumption of liquor was passed, the 
temperance enthusiasts openly declared 
that they would not rest content until some 
system of. local option should be intro- 
duced. In a now famous speech : Lord 
Craigavon announced.that his Government 
had finished with liquor reform, and that 
no further measures were contemplated. 
This: attitude, naturally, is resented. by 
the temperance extremists. They haye 
tried in vain to persuade the Government 
to come to terms on the question of the 
licensing laws. Now they are prepar- 
ing to nominate eight or ten candidates 
for the election, and it is quite possible 
that these candidates may give a good 
deal of trouble to the Government's 
nominees. In regard to education a like 
condition of affairs’ exists. All the 
Churches are opposed to the Londonderry 
Education Act on the ground that. it 
removes the school from clerical control. 
Admirable as this innovation may be from 
the secular standpoint, it is resented 
bitterly by the clergy of every denomina- 
tion, and all the influence of the Churches 
is being used against the Government. 
The situation is aggravated by the fact 
that the present Minister for Education, 
Viscount Charlemont, is a member of the 
Senate, and, therefore, cannot be taken 
directly to task by the electorate. Not 
only the Churches, but also the Orange 
Lodges, are opposed to the Government’s 
education policy, and, although Lord 
Charlemont announced yesterday that the 
Government prepared to. 
certain amendments, his statement was so 
vague that it will please nobody. On the 
whole, Lord Craigavon’s Government will 
have a hard furrow to plough next month, 
but the interests of Northern Ireland de- 
mand that it shall not be defeated.

Back to the Pastures. 


‘At this season a ‘pleasant change is 
observed at every table; for tea becomes a 
more enjoyable beverage. Investigation of 
the mystery reveals an improved quality 
in the milk, which is creamier and tastier 
than. we have known it for some months.

now are being put out to grass alter the 
winter’s confinement, and hand-feeding is 
the last 
winter, milk, even under the most favour- 
able conditions, becomes thin and lacking

in nourishment. Perhaps, this fact is 
partly accountable for the low average of 
school attendances during January and 
There are districts in Ireland 


wherein. the schools, from Christmas until 


February. 


the early days of spring, are half empty. 
The severity of the Irish’ winter tells 
heavily on little frames, no doubt; but 
firing and warm clothing can combat frost 
and sleet. It is the impoverishment of 
the chief foodstuff that most injuriously 
attacks the young. Children of the most 
fortunate families show a loss of vitality 
in the months of enfeebled milk. One 
lesson that ought tu be taken to heart 
from this annual shortage of focd values is 
the high value of milk as a foodstuff all 
the year round. The Englishman, on an 
average, drinks only a quarter as much 
milk as the German or the Dane. To-day 
the obvious injury to the national! physique 
has excited a movement for the larger con- 
sumption of milk, and milk, both fresh 
and. preserved, is being imported in big 
quantities. Ireland is a land. abounding 
in milk; yet it is doubtful whether the 
Irish town-dweller to-day is much wiser 
than the Englishman of yesterday in his 
esteem for the most precious of foods. 

In Denmark the winter is far longer than 
in Ireland, and at all seasons the ‘grass 
accessible to cattle is scarce. There must 
be fully. twice as much hand-ieeding in 
Denmark as in Ireland. Danish milk for 
a. much longer season than Irish milk 
suffers from impoverishmenvt. From this 
fact proceeds the superiority of good Irish 
butter to the best butter of Denmark. We 
use a qualifying adjective; ior Irish 
butter is not yet of uniform excellence. 
Nevertheless, it may be claimed with 
justice that Irish butter at its best is better 
than Danish butter at its best—a fact 
familiar to every housewife who is lucky 
enough to get her supplies from: the best 
creameries. Recently, for the first time, 
Irish butter commanded a higher price in 
the British market than Danish. The 
regulations of: the two Irish Departmenis 
of Agriculture, which restrict inferior pro- 
duce from export, may be thanked. for this 
achievement; but we look to the 
creamerjés, by steady perseverance, - to 
sustain such quality of production as shall 
render that. exceptional achievement the.

At the 
recent election the Fascist Grand Council 
presented four hundred ‘approved candi- 
dates to an approved electorate, and all 
were successful. Naturally, the Grand 
Council is delighted. In this~ verdict: it 
sees “a great, _ solemn, unreserved 
adhesion of the Italian people to the 
Fascist réyime’’; and it has decreed that 
the result of the plebiscite shall be 
engraved on every official: building in 
the- provinces. Having nominated the 
Chamber, the Grand: Council” now pre-

deputies. They must exercise “a diligent 
control over the conduct of all branches 
of the State administration, especially 
during the debates on the estimates ” ; 
and they must ‘‘collaborate’’ in the 
shaping of bills which*may be proposed 
either by the Government or on parlia- 
mentary initiative. This definition of the 
deputies’ duties seems to endow them -with 
a liberal measure of authority. It 
entitles them to control national finance 
through criticism. of the estimates’ and 
through watchful supervision of depart- 
mental expenditure. They may influence, 
and even may propose, legislation. Their 
votes will be decisive of the fate of all 
official and private bills.. Larger powers 
than these are not exercised by members 
of the House of Commons. or of Dail 
Éireann, Indeed, the -Italian Chambers 
duties, as dofined. by the: Fascist Grand 
seem to be inconsistent with 
Signor Mussolini s recent statement that 
“the new Chamber would be free to 
criticise, but not, of course, to overthrow, 
the Government.” If a majority of the 
deputies should reject all official measures, 
how could the Government contrive tó 
‘carry on?” For a simple reason that 
emergency will not arise. The Grand 
Council reserves the right to ‘ suspend ”’ 
any deputy “ from. political activity ” and 
to expe] him from the Chamber— 
apparently, without cause shown. A few 
days ago an Official statement announced 
curtly that Signor Fabbrici, one of the 
deputies re-clected from the last Chamber, 
had been suspended from all political 
activities. His fate—as the Rome Corre- 
spondent of The Times observes—will not 
encourage the 399 survivors to exercise 
too -literally their duties of “' control ”’ 
and criticism. 
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“ Finds’ and Forgeries. 


In January the world of art was excited 
by the reported discovery of documents 
written by, and coticerning, the great 
Stradivarius. They included references to 
the secrets of his craft and an account of 
him by his confessor, the Jesuit Father 
Bonavente. The documents, which had 
been. offered for sale by two furniture- 
dealers at Bergamo, were confiscated by 
the Italian Government and were sub- 
mitted to expert judgment. After a first 
examination Count: Gnoli, director of the 
Brera Libtary, Milan, declared that. they 
were ‘‘a precious contribution to the 
history of. the great  violin-maker.’’ 
Further examination has changed his 
views. He announces now that most of 
the documents are extraordinarily clever 
forgeries, and the two dealers have been 
arrested on a charge of swindling. Count 
Gnoli’s reasons for his revised opinion 
are exceedingly interesting. He has dis- 
covered that some of the manuscripts are 
of a paper which is of later date than 
their alleged period. The ink does not 
contain the vitriol which was a common 
ingredient of that period’s ink. The 
writing had been done. with steel pens, 
which were then unknown. Furthermore, 
the contents revealed anachronisms. One 
letter purports to have been written by 
Stradivarius. to Pope Benedict XIII., in 
1628, when Pope Immocent. XIIL was still 
alive. On the other hand, the documents 
disclose technical and historical knowledge 
with whieh the two dealers of Bergamo 
hardly can be credited; and this fact 
seems to support their present plea that 
they copied them from originals which 
are no longer in Italy. At any rate, the 
affair—like the earlier affair of the “los. 
books of Livy—seeins to prove that even 
the most skilful and most patient forger 
bas no chance against the resources of 
modern science.

policy.

NORTHERN EDUCATION 
CONTROVERSY.

BELFAST, Wedncsday- 


Reference was made in the Northern 
Senate to-day by Senator E. 8. Murphy, 
K.C., to the anxiety which exists as to 
the future operation of the Education 
Acts, He fully appreciated the difference 
of opinion that existed; but he suggested 
that, with regard to two of the main prin- 
ciples, there was not much room for dis- 
azreement. & 

The first was that the Bible teaching 
siven at present by the teachers should 
be continued. as long as desired by. tlc 
parents of the pupils. Secondly, when 
the appointment of a Roman Catholic 
teacher was contrary to the wishes of the 
majority of the parents and those who 
had transferred their schools, it should 
be obviated. 

MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Lord Charlemont (Leader of the House 
and Minister of Education) said that the 
yuestion afforded him. an opportunity to 
dispose of any feelings that might exist 
that the Government refused to consider 
whether anv suggested amendment of the 
Education Act was desirable or possible. 
There was no foundation for such an 
assumption. 

In the memorandum recently  sub- 
mitted to the Government by the Com- 
mittee of the Protestant Churches and 
the Grand Orange Lodge there were two 
distinct series of proposals. 

The Government desired to give the 
strongest assurance that they will ensure 
that nothing shal] interrupt the daily 
Bible instruction, which was so efficiently 
carried out by the teachers since the 
Fducation Act was placed on the Statute 
Book. They would, however, realise the 
difficulty which lay in the designing of 
legislation which was required to mect 
hypothetical cases, and for that reason 
he was not yet prepared to indicate how 
the Education Act might be amended or 
enlarged to mect the end desired. 

He repeated in unequivocal language 
that the Government intended to bring 
in such legislation as would, he hoped, 
allay permanently the fears which had 
been aroused. 

ADMINISTRATION OF THE ACT. 

Referring to the changes advocated in 
the administration of the Act, some of 
which, he might say, were of a very far- 
reaching nature, he thought that, if pos- 
sible, agreement should be reached 
between those who adyocate the changes 
and those who, for years, had been carry- 
out the Act.

It is understood 
that the Prime Minister took advantage 
of the opportunity to discuss with his 
colleagues the election progtamme, which 
he will outline in his speech to Conserva- .

Theatre, London, next Thursday. 

Certain features of the Budget. which 
Mr. Churchill, Chancellor of the 
Exehequer, is to introduce in the House 
of Commons next Monday; are -also 
believed to have been under considera- 
tion, but the full details of the Budget 
will not be communicated to the Cabinet 
until it meets again.on Monday morning. 
There is no hint of new taxes, but there 
are confident expectations of revisions in 


wards. 
CHEAPER EMPIRE TEA? 

Politicians will not be surprised if the 
beer and “tobacco duties are slightly 
raised in such. a way as to increase the 
revenue without increasing the prices 
which consumers will have to pay. 
Adjustments of this. kind would have the 
effect of transferring back to the Exeche 
quer much of the benefit which the brew 
ing and tobacco industries would other- 
wise derive from de-rating. 

.. Tea, sugar, coffee and cocoa-—the break- 
fast-table dutics—are expected to be 
reduced. The tea duty is now fourpence 
per lb. on foreign and 34d. on Empire 
tea. About eighty-four per cent. of. the 
tea consumed in Great Britain 1s Empire 
tea, and the reduction is expected to 
apply to Empire tea-alone. The trade 
expects a reduction of twopence per lb., 
but some merchants will not be surprised 
if the Chancellor removes the tax alto. 
gether fron: Empire teas. 

TAX ON TOTALISATOR BETS. 

Bookmakers are confident that they will 
be relieved of the tax on betting turnover, 
and that a system of graded licences will 
be substituted. It is, however, stated in 
some quarters that the Chaucellor will 
continue the bets tax for ‘transactions ow 
totalisator machines. As the law stauds 
at present, according to a recent decision 
of the House of Lords, sitting in its 
judicial capacity, the bets tax does not 
apply to totalisators, and the Chanceilor 
may amend the law in this respect. 

Another tax about which there are ex. 
pectations of relief is tire entertainments 
duty. 

NEW PENSION SCHEME. 

Considerable interest has been aroused 
by the Attorney-General’s statement that 
“ I should be very much surprised if one 
part of the Conservative election policy ns 
not to enlarge the opportunities for peopl 
coming in as voluntary contributors to the 
contributory pensions scheme at sixty-five, 
enacted by the present Government four 
years ago.”’ 

The Government has always been -sym- 
pathetic to the proposal that persons who 
had no previous insurance under the State. 
health and unémploymerit scheme should 
be admitted as voluntary contributors for 
pensions, but up to now it has- not been 
possible to work out a practicable plan. 

Mr.. Neville Chamberlain, Minister of 
Health, told the House, in the discussions 
on his Pensions *ct;*that*he certainly in- 
tended to go further into this matter, and 
it is evident that the Government now 
sees its way to produce a scheme tor the 
benefit. of voluntary contributors, in ‘the 
event of the Conservative Party being con- 
firmed in power at the general election. 

It is not expected that this important 
development in the .pensions policy of the 
Government will form a part of the 
Budget proposals next Monday. 

Sir Thomas Inskip’s statement indicates 
that it will be one of the features of the 
election policy which the Prime Minister 
is to announce at Drury lane next Thurs- 
day.

Mr. Stimson, Secretary. of State, in 4 
letter to Sir Esme Howard, British 
Ambassador, has placed on the Diplomatic 
Corps the responsibility of determining 
the official social status of Mrs. Gann, 
sister of the Vice-President, Mr. Curtis, 
when being entertained at their homes. 

Mr. Stimson, in a letter to Mr. Curtis. 
said that while the State Department could 
determine questions relating to the pre- 
cedence of foreign representatives in the 
United States. it had ne authority to de- 
termine matters of precedence with regard 
to official or general society in Washington. 
Officials of the State Department, he 
added, had been instructed no longer to 
assist in sucli matters. He theught, how- 
ever, that the ruling of Mr. Kellogg, his 
predecessor, correctly stated the custom «t 
precedenée ag it prevailed in recent years. 

Iti his letter to Sir Esme Howard, Mr. 
Stimson said: “Neither Mr. Kellogg nor 
any other Secretary of State has intended 
to make any official ruling as to the pre- 
cedence in which Américan officials’ wives 
should be received within “the homes of 
members of the Diplomatic Corps. Such 
a decision rests wholly within the discre- 
tion of the members of that Corps them- 
selves. and any course which they take 
will meet with no objection on the part of 
the State Department.” 

SETTLED. 

The question of the status of Mis. Gann 
was settled to-dav at a crowded meeting at 
the British Embassy, composed of the 
heads of almost every diplomatic mission 
represented in the American capital. 

After hours of discussien the Diplomatic 
Corps decided to accord to Mrs. Gann. as 
the sister and official hostess of the Vice- 
President, the social status which would 
normally be accorded to the wife of the 
Vice-President. The decision has been 
embodied in a letter sent to Mr. Stimson, 
in reply to. lis letter of yesterday. 

In the communication to Mr. Stimson 
the Deplomatic Corps said that they were 
desirous of extending every courtesy to 
the Vice-President, and would accord his 
sister at all official. ceremonious diple- 
matic functions the rank which would be 
accorded to.a wife. The letter further 
said that this policy would be observed 
until the Diploniatic Corps could obtain 
some definite ruling from a constituted 
American authority. 

It was insisted that the decision 
applied only to diplomatic functions, and 
was not concerned with questions relating 
to Mrs. Gann's status in Ametican 
private houses. 

CASE OF MR. GANN. 

The subject of the status of Mr. Gann 
was apparently not discussed. Sir Esme 
Howard intimated that a Committee of 
the Diplomatic Corps would be appointed 
to deal with such questions in future. 

Everybody in Washiigton admits that 
Mr. Stimson displayed remarkable astute- 
ness in placing the onps of the decision 
on the Diplomatie Corps. It is a matter 
of common knowledge, however, that the 
Secretary of State was all the more in- 
clined to do this because Fsme 
Howard happened to be the doyen of the 
Diplomatic Corps... The British Ambas- 
sador is a very popular figure with all 
classes, and-Amerftan officials felt that 
the matter. might safely be left in the 
tactiul hands of the courtly Englishman 
who. represents Great Britain.

In the Free State Senate yesterday the 
Bank of Jreland (1929) Bill was given a 
second reading by 37 votes to 13, after the 
measure had been criticised Ly a Fianna 
ail and a Labour Senator. 

The second reading of the Cork Harbour 
Bill was postponed by agreement. It had 
been postponed already from the 1lvti 
October, 1928. 

The Dublin Port and Docks (Bridges) 
till and the Finance (Customs and Stamp 
Duties) Bill, 1929, passed without debate. 

There were five candidates for the 
vacancy treated by the death of Mr. 
William Sears, and Sir Nugent . verard 
was elected on the final voting by 29 votes 
to 21 for Mr. R, A. Butler. 

A motion to postpone for six months 
the consideration of the Constitution 
Amending Bill, which deals with the 
filling of casual vacancies in the Senate, 
was defeated, and the measure was given 
a second reading. Three other Constitu- 
tion Amending Bills passed second read- 
ing without liscussion. 

On the second stage of the Censorship 
of Publications Bill the Minister for 
Justice detailed the Dail amendments to 
the measure, and the debate was adjourned 
until 3 p.m, to-day. 


‘INSULT TO NATIONAL 
OPINION.”’ 


FIANNA FAIL’S ANTI-ULSTER 
ATTITUDE. 

Mr. WESTROPP BENNETT, Chairman, 
took the chair at ó p.m. 

On the second reading. of the Bank of 
Ireland Bill, 1929, which ia intended to 
umend the charter under which the Govern- 
ment and Company of the Bank of Ireland, 
is incorporated, and the statutory enact- 
ments regulating that Corporation and its 
bank, to confer further and other powers on 
the said Governor and Company of the Bank 
of Ireland, and for other purposes connected 
with the said Corporation and bank. 

Mr. Joseph CONNOLLY (F.¥F.) opposed 
the measure. He did not think that they 
should now introduce new legislation extend- 
ing the powers of any existing banking in- 
stitution in the country. Many of them felt 
that che whole banking position was one that 
was giving grave cause for anxiety from a 
social and economic point of view. It was 
in no way helping the economic needs of 
the country or the Government. They had 
comparatively recentiy & Banking Commis- 
sion, which: made various proposals, some of 
which were carried out, but the banking 
system at present was the same as it was 
before the Seating Commission sat. 

It was not unfair to say that the Banking 
Commission was more a bankers’ commission 
than a commission on banking in Ireland, 
und if the country was going to progress, 
very drastic changes would be necessary to 
snake credit more readily available. They all 
realised that banking was a very delicate 
instrument, and that anything in the nature 
of drastic change might cause a temporary 
sisability in the economic order of things: 
but they were also aware of the undeveloped 
nature of the country, and of the tremendous 
resoure2s held by the bankers, and also of 
the difficulty in securing the necessary credit 
for carrying on the work of the country. 

He vielded to no one in his desire to see 
industiv organised on a proper basis with 
efficient administration, but he also claimed 
that a good deal of work was held up owing 
to the attitude of the bankers. They had 
the extraordinary position in Ireland of re- 
sources used by the banking machinery to 
establish credit in foreign countries, while 
the Minister for Finance was going to be 
faced with the prospect of having to pay 
deatly for money which he required fo 
national development. 

He argued that the present system of 
banking was far from satisfactory—they ex- 
ported anything from 120 to 150 millions of 
their available resources, while the country 
was being starved for credit and national 
cevelopment,. Money, like any other com- 
modity, should be subject to market eon 
ditions. It was absurd to have to pay the 
exorbitant rate of interest at present charged 
by Trish banks, while there was so much at 
the control of the banks by way of reserves. 
These. should be made available to the 
people who were trying to live in the country. 

BANKING AND PATRIOTISM. 

It would no doubt be argued that the 
banks were,pbliged to. take care of the 
money of their Mats, and they knew that 
the banks had to maintain large reserves of 
fluid capital to meet any call that might be 
made on them. The proportion of money 
exported, however, was altogether too large. 
He wanted to know why they should have 
to float a loan in London or New York, and 
pay five per cent. for an issue at 95 per cent. 
while they had these resources available. 

In other words; bankers were not doing 
their part towards the Irish Government or 
the Irish people. It was the one industry 
that was maintaining its export trade—a 
very undesirable thing in banking. He did 
not know if there was any immediate rush 
on the part of the Bank of Ireland to get 
these additional powers. They had their own 
charter, dating back to 1872; but there were 
certain comments that eould be made. 

In regard to the section dealing with the 
power to increase or reduce the number of 
directors, there was one thing that might be 
laid down—that was that no alien should 
sit on a board in control in this country. He 
hesitated very much to refer to what had 
been done recently as regards the Board of 
the Bank of Ireland. He took it as an insult 
to national opinion that that board should 
appoint as one of their new directors a gentle. 
man who was well known to the people in the 
North—Sir George 8. Clark—whose record 
was anti-Irish and one of antagonism to 
everything meant for the national good. 


“ ALIEN” DIRECTORS DANGEROUS. 

He mentioned this because it was wrong 
to allow any alien, or any individual not a 
citizen of the Saorstat, to sit upon such a 
board in this country. They must have 
people of the right way of thinking, and 
then industry in lreland would progress. It 
was dangerous to put aliens on the boards 
of banking concerns. He felt that, if it was 
possible and practical, they should have a 
majority percentage of shares in the hands of 
Saorstat citizens. 

Section 5, Sub-section C, was open to grave 
objection, because it was doubtful if they 
could afford to leave the country open. to 
various mergers or amalgamations, which 
would be prejudicial to the business of the 
country and even to the Government itself. 
Thus it would be possible to form a “ring ” 
of banks in this country, which would make 
it impossible for business pecple and the 
Government to negotiate financial measures 
at all. That was a power which he appealed 
to that House not to give. 

Another section of the bill gave power to 
merge with one of the big English or 
American “rings,”’ which was the general 
tendency in banking. That was a positio: 
they could not contemplate with equanimity 
he danger of foreign capital was inherevt 
in this. 

Sub-Section P dealt with bullion, which 
was an essential to banking, but he thought 
the privilege should be greatly curtailed. Ali 
‘heir reserves, including bulliov, were pro 
hably in the hands of en lish bankers, but 
any crisis might occur in England, and the 
ouly security they had was to have the re 
.opves under their own control.

METHOD OF ELECTION. 


EFFORT TO DEFER AMENDING 
BILL FAILS. 


On the second stage of the Constitution 
(Amendment No, 11) Bill, which provides for 
the filling of casual vaeancies in the Senate 
by a joint vete of the bail and Senate, 

Mr. HOOPER moved that the bill come up 
for consideration in six months’ time. He 
said that if this bill were passed now it would 
be inoperative, and would remain so until a 
further bill was passed setting up the 
machinery to operate it. They would .be 
unable: to fill any casual vacancy which might 
arise in the Senate until the further impte- 
menting bill was passed. 

The system of election applied last’ Decem 
ber had not been satisfactory, and hefore 
that system became stereotyped they should 
examine it in the light of experience.

Sir THOMAS ESMONDE seconded the mo- 
tion, and said that he objected altogether to 
the system of election to the Senate. There 
was no reason why they should not be a 
democratic body, and, in fact, they should be 
a democratic Honse. His solution was direct 
election to the Senate by the people. They 
should consider, among other things, the 
question of electing senators direct by each 
county If to senetors for each county were 
elected on universal su “rage they would have 
A representative Senate, and ane that would 
be respected by the people. This was based 
on the anslogy of the U.S.A. and Canada. 
They were making a great mistake in not 
electing the Senate by the votes of the people,

MR. BALDWIN’S TRIBUTE, 
contesting nacinintnas 
WORK OF GENERAL 
BOOTH, 
a Coenen 


The Prime Minister (Mr. Baldwin) presided 
at the Albert Hall, London, fast night, at 
the centenary celebration of the birth of 
William Booth, the founder of the Salvation 
Army. Thousands of Salvationists watched 
the pageant illustrating the rise and progress 
of the Salvation Army. From the moment 
that white-bearded survivors of the original 
Christian Mission, founded by the Rev. Wil- 
liam Booth in Whitechapel toad in 1865, 
stepped briskly up the centre gangway, until 
the various phases of slum work, social acti- 
vity, emigration, land, and industrial colo- 
nisation had passed under comprehensive re- 
view, the great audience cheered almost con- 
tinuously. 

Mr. Baldwin said that Booth was not one of 
those, not uncommon in this generation, who 
believed that mankind could be redeemed by 
a constitution. He faced right up to the fact 
of evil. “ We are,” said Mr. Baldwin, ‘a 
little afraid of that in these days, and we have 
banished the word ‘ sin’ from the dictionary. 
but you may expunge the word as much as 
you like; the ugly fact remains, and will re- 
main. (Cheers.) Booth, I believe, preached 
the Gospel, and the military organisation 
which he founded suited his own. character, 
as it had in past history suited the character 
of great religious reformers.” 
of great religious reformers. 

The Premier added:—‘' There are many 
forms of spiritual endeavour in the world; 
there are diversities of gifts, and God fulfils 
Himself in many ways. His life is far wider 
than our mind, and to-night we have to thank 
God for Wilham Booth-— (Cheers)~for a man 
whom all Christendom to-day recognises as 
one of the world’s great religious leaders. 
(Cheers, ) 


RELIGIOUS ASPECT, 

The Bishop of Willesden said that there 
was to-day a tremendous need for the work 
that the Salvation Army and similar organisa 
tions were doing, 

The President of the National Free Church 
Council, Dr. Thomas Phillips, in a tribute to 
William Booth, said that it was when the 
Free churches excommunicated him that God 
began to use him. “' The Free churches were 
nct big enongh for him,” said Dr. Phillips, 
‘‘and we are face to face with the fact that, 
while we were organising Christianity, the 
greatest work for God was done outside the 
Christian Church by a man whom the 
Christian Church excommunicated.’’ 

General Higgins said that leadership of 
the Army, at the death of William Booth, 
‘passed into the hands of one whose share in 
the wielding of the edifice it was impossible 
for us to over-estimate.’’ 


GREYSTONES FLOODS.

THE HOUSING PROBLEM. 


The provision of alternative housing 
accommodation for those whose homes were 
destroyed recently at the North Beach, Grey- 
stones, was the subject of a conference held 
in the Grand Hotel, Greystones, on Tuesday 
evening last, At the invitation of the 
Greystones and District Dévelopment Society, 
the local representatives in the Dail—Deputies 
Moore, O'Mahony and Everett—accompanied 
Ly Deputy Ryan, Mr. C. M. Byrne, Chairman 
of the Wicklow County Board of Health, and 
Mr. O’Byrne, their engineer, met the 
Reverend C. O'Neill Lawless, P.P., the 
Reverend N. Roberts, the Reverend Father 
Murnane, C.C.% and the Committee of the 
Sor letv, 

In the unavoidable absence of Mr. John 
(Y Neill, President of the Somety, Mr. 8. H 
French was voted to the chair. 

Deputy O'Mahony stated that an inspector 
from the Local Government Board would 
shortly visit the viciims to ascertain 
their position exactly. He added that at 
present the Minister for Local Government 
had no power to make provision other than 
that provided for in the existing Acts, under 
which dwellings for agricultural lahourers 
could he erected. Deputy Everett and Mr. 
C. M. Byrne were of opinion that the powers 
of the Board of Health under these Acts 
were not sufficient, and that in the circum- 
stances of the case the State should be asked 
to make special provision for the compulsory 
acquisition of sites and for substantial housing 
grants or long-term loans. Deputy Moore 
suggested that special power te deal with the 
matter and to expend money might be given 
to the Local Government Minister in the 
coming Finance Act. The Reverend Father 
Lawless pointed out what was considered a 
suitable site for a housing scheme, but he 
was of opinion thit compulsory powers would 
be necessary to acquire it. 

It was unanimously resolved that a deputa- 
tion, consisting of the deputies present, the 
Chairman of the Board of Health and their 
engineer, and six local residents, should wait 
on President Cosgrave to put before him all 
the facts, and to urge the necessity for 
special State intervention. : 


QUESTIONS IN THE DAIL. 


WIRELESS RECEPTION IN THE 
FREE STATE. 

In Dail Eireann yesterday, 

Mr. HEFFERNAN, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Minister for Posts and Tele- 
graphs, replying to Mr. T. SHEEHY (Govt., 
Cork W.), said that since the recent intro 
duction in the Free State of the new wave 
lengths, consequent on the redistribution by 
the Union Internationale de Radiophonie, 
only one complaint had been received from 
South of West Cork of unsatisfactory results 
of receiving Dublin and Cork. Investigation 
of complaints from other areas showed that 
the present wave lengths were technically 
satisfactory, but that some receiving sets 
might require modification or readjustment. 
While the Department was prepared, i far 
as possible, to assist listeners, it couid not 
accept general responsibility for rereption 
faults when they were due to receiving sets, 
but it understood that manufacturers sf n4 
dealers in wireless apparatus were willing, as 
a rule, to assist their customers in this 
respect. 

VACANCIES AT BALDONNEL. 

8 DOYLE (Govt., 
Dublin 8,), Mr. DOLAN, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that he was not aware that 
notice of vacancies for coppersmiths for the 
Baldonnel Aerodrome were posted at the 
Liverpool Employment Exchange.

CENSORSHIP BILL.

MINISTER SAYS PRINCIPLE 
UNALTERED IN DAIL. 


The Censorship of Publications Bill was 
then taken on the second reading. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, explained the provisions of the bill, 
which, he said, was founded on the report 
of a Select Committee. Certain amendments 
had heen introduced in the Dail, chiefly with 
reference to the machinery of the bill, but 
in principle the hill stood unaltered. The 
snggestion that there should be recognised 
asséctations, which would report on publica: 
tions, had been thrown out in the Dail, and 
the number composing the Board of Censors 
had been increased from five to nine per- 
sons. He thought that five would be better 
than nine, as a-board of five would be com- 
paratively easier to fill up, and would not be 
too small for its purpose. 

As the bill stood, any person who liked 
could send a complaint to the Minister, who 
wonld send it to the Board of Censors. If 
the Déard came to the conclusion that a 
hook was indecent or obscene, it would in- 
form the Minister, who might then issue an 
order prohibiting the importation or cir- 
culation of the book. The object of the bill 
was that books which were likely to do 
harm to the morality of this country should 
be kept out of it. The bill dealt not only 
with books, but also with periodicals, news- 
naners, magazines, @te. he bill was de- 
signed to*check the growing evil of the cir- 
culation of indecent literature.

INFANT MORTALITY 
IN BRITAIN. 
NEVER LOWER THAN 

IN 1927.

The Registrar-General’s statistical review 
of England and Wales for the year 1927, 
issued ‘yesterday, states that the deaths of 
484,609 persons were registered in England 
and Wales during 1927, 246,606 being males 
. This number is the 
highest since 1922, and is 7 per cent, in 
excess of that for the preceding year, .. 

The March quarter was alone wexponsible 
for the increased rate of 1927, all the other 
three returning rates amongst the lowest yet 
recorded; but there were more deaths in the 
March quarter than in any corresponding 
period since the great influenza epidemic. 

THE DEATHS OF INFANTS. 

Of the 484,609 deaths registered during the 
year, 45,610, or 9.4 per cent., were those of 
infants under one year. This proportion has 
fallen greatly of late years, owing mainly to 
the reduction of the birth rate. So recently 
as 1901-10 it was 22.6 per cent. 

Infant mortality has never been lower than 
in 1927, except very slightly in 1923, and 
while the infant mortality of the first week 
was higher than in any other year since 1921. 
the rates for all ages between one week and 
six months were the lowest yet recorded. 
Even that for the first week was lower than 
any recorded prior to 1920. 

INFLUENZA DEATHS. 

The rates for the county boroughs and for 
the north are, as usual, in considerable excess, 
the highest rate in the table for infants of 
both sexes being 87 for the Northern county 
boroughs and the lowest 49 for the urban and 
rural districts of the South. For each class 
of area, and for each sex, mortality in 1927 
decreased regularly from the North to the 
South of England, a statement which applies 
also to each of the preceding sixteen years. 

The deaths assigned to influenza. numbered 
22,265 (10,804 males and 11,469 females). 
yielding a mortality of 567 per million persons 
living. This is the highest crude rate re- 
corded since the great epidemic of 1918-19. 

CANCER’S TOLL. 

The deaths ascribed to -ancer during 192 
number 54,078 (25,048 tales and 29,030 
females). For both sexes these numbers are 
the highest yet recorded.

A suggestion that a scheme proposing 
a five per cent. rebate for prompt pay- 
ment of income tax and municipal rates 
would considerably lower the cost of 
collection and mean an ultimate saving 
to the Government, was put forward by 
Mr. Alexander Conan at the annual meet- 
ing of the Dublin Mercantile Association 
held at Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. William Petrie, P.C., President of the 
Association, said that again they had had a 
record year. The Association already was 
the largest body of traders in the Irnsh Free 
State. The’ debt collecting department had 
provided them with another record, the total 
amount collected during the year being 
£47,302, an average of £911 per week. The 
increasing number of special status inquiries, 
amounting during the year to 18,868, along 
with the daily searches for registered informa- 
tion, ranging from 70 to 100 per day, showed 
that the information in the Association s pos- 
session was highly valued by the trading 
community. By a little foresight in this 
respect the members were saved from con- 
tracting a considerable number of had debts. 

CIRCUIT COURT ARREARS. — 

He then dealt with the present position of 
the Circuit Courts in the Irish Free State. 
“JT am informed,” he said, ‘“‘that there are 
cases in the Dublin Circuit Court pending for 
over twelve months awaiting hearing, and, as 
far as I can understand, there is no hope of 
their being heard in the near future. This is 
not as it should be. Debtors, of course, avail 
themselves of this opportunity to enter 
defences and hold up the cases indefinitely.”’ 

He suggested that an extra Assistant 
Circuit Judgo should be appointed to clear 
off these arrears. 

During the past few months such matters 
as the placing of Government contracts out- 
side the Saorstat, Customs régulations, reduc- 
tion of postal facilities, etc., had been deait 
with, and had met with a considerable 
amount of success. 

In conelusion, Mr. Petrie expressed the 
opinion that the trade of the country con 
tinued to show a gradual and continuous im- 
provement, although still a long way from 
what it should be. As the conditions tended 
to be more settled, it was to be hoped that 
the Minister for Finance in his forthcoming 
Budget would show his statesmanship by 
lessening the load on the long-suffering bus:- 
ness community, 


TARIFFS HANDICAP. 

Mr, Alexander Conan said that another of 
the activities of the. Association had refer- 
ence to negotiations with the Customs autho- 
rities. The new tariffs were handicapping 
the Dublin traders. 

He also thought that the Association should 
take steps to secure a more economical 
method bor collecting municipal rates and 
income tax. They all knew the number of 
applications an individual received for pay- 
ment of his income tax. He considered that 
an enormous amount of money was cxpended 
annually by the Government in the printing, 
in the large sta‘fs, and in the time spent on 
getting in these taxes. 

He thought that a remedy for all this lay 
in the giving by the Government of a dis- 
count of, say, five per cent. for prompt pay- 
ment of these taxos. 

SAVING ON TAX COLLECTION. 

The saving made by the Government on 
printing, staffs, and time on such a system, 
in addition to the interest that would accrue 
on the money promptly paid, would more 
than counterbalance the discount given. 

The Civil Service, he thought, was a con- 
gested service, and a reduction in its num- 
bers would do no harm. Officialism, he de- 
clared, was getting a strong hold all over the 
country, and its stranglehold would have to 
be broken before it got too tight. 

Mr. William Field, ex-M.P., said that he 
did not think that they would see such 
reforms in their own time. 

Mr. John. Kellv agreed with Mr. Conan on 
his suggestion regarding a reduction for 
prompt payment of taxes. 

Mr. F. A. Lowe, P.C., said that they were 
in association with the British National Asso- 
ciation, and this was of great importance in 
keeping in touch with trade conditions across- 
Channel,

CHARGE AGAINST BROTHERS.

Nea) 
Clonlara they told him to pull up, and gave 
him “hands up.” One man pointed a re- 
volver at him, and to the best of his know- 
ledge the other man had also a revolver. He 
was told to get over a fence into a field, an. 
the men drove away in the car, which was 
returned to ... him on the 14th February, a 
month later. It was found atandoned and 
undamaged at Thomastown, County Kil. 
kenny by the Civic Guards. 

Guard J. Daly, Santry, County Dublin, 
deposed that on the h of last month 
while barrack orderly the accused, Patrick 
Lawlor, called, and said that he wanted to 
give himself up, and to make a statement 
about the stealing of a motor car at Lime- 
rick in December, 1926, adding that the 
thing had been preying on his mind. He 
was then detained, and made a voluntary 
statement to the effect that in Decembe:. 
1926, he obtained work on the Shannon 
scheme, where he remained only one wees. 
and was joined by his brother, who sug. 
gested that they should hold up a motor ca: 
for the purpose of a bank raid at Kilkenny. 
that when they arrived there they were to 
be joined by two others. They hired a 
Ford car at Limerick, and drove out about 
seven miles, where his brother took out a 
gun, and ordered the driver out of the ca: 
Phey then drove through Limerick to Ki! 
kenny, where the next day they were 


joined by another man, afterwards proceed-' 


ing to Ballyragget for the fourth man, wno 
did not turn up. They then returned to 
Kilkenny, and abandoned the raid, as ther 
had not sufficient men to carry it through. 

The accused were returned for trial to 
the next Circuit Court for Clare. ' 

On the application of Mr. Gaffney an 
order was made for the prison doctor to 
examine Patrick Lawlor as to his mental 
capacity.

BIG CROWD AT CALARY. 
From every point of view yesterday was a 
glorious day—an ideal one, in fact, for a 
point-to-point—and, as might be expected, 
there was a huge crowd at Calary to watch 
the annual meeting of the Bray Harriers. 
Whether the gathering was or was not larger 
than those of recent years would be difficult 
to say; nor would the detail be of much 
value, for the fixture has been remarkable 
for years now for the size of the attendances, 
and that a big crowd there is a big crowd 
can be taken as a matter of course. Why, 
the park of motor-cars on the course always 
is almost a sight in itself! 

Odds-on favourites—they did not neces- 
sarily win—were the rule almost all the after- 
noon, which means, of course, that the horses 
which should win ‘‘ stood out ” on the card. 
It was only when the last race, the Farmers’ 
event, was reached that some openness 
showed in the betting. They have a chilling 
effect, these odds-on favourites—have they 
not? But who cares for that at Calary, 
where one goes to enjoy oneself rather than 
indulge in a flutter? 

The first of these was Mr. Fred Clarke’s 
Harvester, in the Cobs’ Race, and with the 
owner up. But Harvester disappointed, after 
flattering his supporters up to a quarter of a 
mile from home, when Mr. J. Doyle’s Sunny- 
bank, which was by no means unfancied, and 
always lay handy to the favourite, chal- 
lenged, and, in quite a rousing finish, scored 
by three lengths. 

The next odds-on favourite, Mr. Desmond 
Butler’s Devil-May-Care (by Grifeldo), how- 
ever, won the Owners’ Up Bace easily. Devil- 
May-Care has run well this season, having 
been placed both at the Hillside and Cool- 
lattin fixtures, and he was supported with 
some confidence to win this time, and never 
caused his backers a moment’s uneasiness. 

Then came the Ladies’ Race, and here the 
odds-on chance, Miss M. V. Jackson’s The 
Knut, ridden by Miss Sheila Meyers, was 
bowled over by a relative outsider, Mrs, W. 
Magee’s Arabelle, ridden by an American 
visitor, Miss Hogan, who, however, has been 
hunting for the past three seasons in Ireland. 
It was quite a popular victory (by half a 
length; it might have been more but for the 
crowd at the finishing point), for Arabelle 
might be said to be locally bred, having been 
foaled at Greystones, and the curious detail 
may be noted about her is that ~ she 
was mpt “ broke” until in her ninth year. 
She is thoroughbred, being by King Morion 
out of a thoroughbred mare. 

Mr. Fred Clarke won the Light-Weight 
Race on Mrs, H. E. Phipps’s Duan, 
which finished almost alone, for the official 
verdict was ‘‘ by the distance," the second 
horse, Eclipse, having fallen and been re- 
mounted. The win represented a creditable 
sporting feat for horse and owner and rider, 
this being the fourth successive occasion on 
which Derrynane has won for Mrs. Phipps 
at Calary, and on each occasion the mare 
was steered to victory by Mr. Fred Clarke. 

Mrs. E. Wybrants carried off the Heavy- 
Weight Race with Happy Bob, on whom Mr. 
J. Magee had the mount, and won it well by 
twenty lengths from Mr. Peyton's Shamrock. 

The big field of the day—viz., nine run- 
ners—turned out for the Farmers’ Race, and 
it was one of the best of the events on the 
card, and certainly produced the best finish, 
a great tussle in the straight between Mr. 
Magee’s Larry Mack and Mr. Manning’s Bog 
Lark ending in a. verdict for the former by a 
neck.

A LEGACY OF £1,000. 
REVENUE COMMISSIONERS’ 
CLAIM. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN, MR. 
diy Mr HANNA Ane MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE) 
The case of the State (Revenue Commis- 
sioners) vy. Alexander H. Ledlie, of Cork, 
and Samuel D. Budd, general manager of 
the Provincial Bank of Ireland, was heard. 
The defendants were sued as the executors 
of the will and codicil of Mrs. Jane Ledlie, 
formerly of Endsleigh, Co,. Cork, deceased ; 
and the case came before the Court on an 
originating summons, in which the Revenue 
Commissioners required the defendants to 
deliver to them an account in respect of the 
sum of £1,000, which passed on the death 
of Elizabeth K. (Conner, deceased, and pay 
the duty chargeable, or show cause in the 

High Court why they made defanlt. 

By her will Mrs. Ledlie bequeathed £1,000 
to each of her grandchildren, to be payable 
on his or her attaining the age of twenty- 
one years. She directed her executors in the 
meantime to apply the income of the amount 
to which each of the grandchildren would be 
entitled on attaining twenty-one for his or 
her maintenance while under that age; and, 
in the event of any of the grandchildren 
who should be living at the date of 
testatrix’s death dying before attaining the 
age of twenty-one, she directed that the 
amount bequeathed to such grandchild should 
form part of the residue of her estate. In 
a codicil the testatrix provided: ‘‘I direct 
thai legacies or devises under my said will 
or this codicil to persons who may be wnder 
the age of twenty-one years at my demise 
Shall vest in them respectively on their 
attaining respectively the age of twenty-one 
years, and [ empower my _ executors or 
administrators to apply the whole or part of 
the legacy or devise of such minor, while 
such legacy or devise shail be contingent for 
the advancement in life or maintenance or 
otherwise for the benefit of such minor 
during minority.” 

Elizabeth K. Gonner, one of the grand.

COUNTY COUNCIL CHARGED. 

Sefore Mr. Cussen, in the Dublin District 
Court, 

Mr. J. V. Lawless, ex-secretary of the 
Dublin County Council, was charged on 
summons, issued .by Detective Inspector P. 
O'Connell and Detective Sergeant William 
Gibney, with the fraudulent conversion of 
£1,552 entrusted to him while he occupied 
the position of secretary of the Dublin County 
Council, 

Mr. C. Bewley, K.C., and Mr. Kelly 
(instructed by Mr, Clarke, of the Chief State 
Solicitor’s office) prosecuted, 

Mr. Gavan Duffy (instructed by Messrs. 
James O’Connor and Co.) defended, 

Mr. Bewley said that the summons had 
been issued against Mr. Lawless for the 
alleged misappropriation of £1,552 which 
had been paid to him while he was secretary 
of the Dublin County Council. Mr. Lawless 
was appointed as secretary of the County 
Connell os May 31, 1923, and he was to have 
a salary of £1,000, rising by annual incre- 
ments of £25 to £1,300, on the understanding 
that he would enter into an agreement to 
hand over all fees payable to him by virtue 
of his office. These included registration 
fees, and only one-half of these fees received 
by Mr. Lawless had been paid over. The 
draft agreement in connection with 
matter had been prepared, but not signed. 
Although the agreement was not signed, Mr. 
Lawless perfectly well anderstood that ms 
salary should be exclusive of registration fees. 
Mr. Lawless had paid £1,020 ós. ód. received 
as registration tees to the County Council, 
but the larger sum of £1,552 had not been 
paid. He did not think that Mr. Lawless 
could be under any misapprehension that he 
was entitled to keep the fees. 

Mr. Patrick Joseph Murphy, Accountant to 
the Dublin County Council, and at present 
acting as Secretary of that body, produced 
the minute book of May ól, 1923, when Mr. 
Lawless was aopointed as Secretary of the 
Council. Witness also produced the letter of 
official appointment. The witness also read a 
letter from the Free State Local Government 
Department sanctioning the appointment of 
Mr. Lawless as Secretary of the Dublin 
County Council, setting forth the salary and 
increments, as well as the conditions respect- 
ing certain fees which were payable to him 
by virtue of his office. 

Pending the production of certain books 
and documents, Mr. Duffy said that he would 
reserve his cross-examination, 


DOCUMENTS. 

Mr. Denis L. O’Kelly, Free. State Local 
Government Department, attended to produce 
a file of documents respecting the appoint- 
ment and position of Mr, Lawless as sored 
rat of the Dublin County Council from May, 
1925.
